TO YOUTH TRAINING CENTRE 


A round-table conference took place at the. Civic Offices 
pn Monday evening attended by Councillors and Officers of 


he Shire of Altona, Mr. A. R. Whatmore, Director Genera! 
bf Social Welfare, and Mr. B. A. J. Keddie, Director of Youth 


elfare. 


Mr. Whatmore outlined plans which had been 
blaced before Cabinet to utilize section of the 
xplosives Reserve south of Queen Street, con- 
jained within the galvanized fenced area and ex- 
luding the proposed wide Board of Works drain 
hich will enter the sea near the pier. 


It is proposed to 
establish a youth train- 
ig centre for 160 de- 
inquent boys of 15 to 
-yeats of age. 


The boys would be housed 

cottages and dormitories. 
Fome would be engaged on 
lechnical training in work- 
ops to be set up in the ex- 
Bting magazine blocks. Some 
pis would be permitted to 
Ingage in work locally, such 


building trades, motor 
echanics, etc. 
Mr. Whatmore stated 


provision would be made for 
an area of maximum ‘secur- 
ity to be provided for some 
of the lade, 

The council opposes the 
letting up of such an insti 


tution so close to existing and 
future residential aieas 
The council visualized the ex- 
plosives area and particularly 
the buffer area, being used 
for residential purposes with 
parklands and = recreational 
areas along the foreshore. 
The parklands could be re- 
claimed by filling from road 
construction works in the Al- 
tona West sub-divisions. 

The scheme for rehabilita- 
tion which was outlined was 
commended by councillors, 
but it is felt there are. ample 
unplanned areas outside tne 
metropolitan area which 
could be developed for train- 
ing centres to the advantage 
of the area concerned, It is 
understood there are some 
areas which will welcome the 
project with open arms. 


APEX OPPOSES DELINQUENT 
INSTITUTION 


At a meeting of the Altona Apex Club this 
week niembers voiced their objections to the estab- 
ishment of a youth training centre within the Shire. | 


The club officially passed a 
motion objecting to the pro- 
posal. 

Apex realises the value 
And necessity of such estab- 

ishments, but believes Al- 
ona is totally unsuitable as 

site for the following 
easons— 

. Retardation of the natu- 
ral western residential ex- 
pansion of the Shire; 

. Restriction of already 
limited beach accessibility 
for the western suburbs; 

, Lack of established faolli- 
ties for effective assimila- 
tion into the community; 

. Cessation of explosives 
operation foreshadowed an 
increase rather than a de- 
crease in property values; 
and 

. Highly technical and auto- 
mated local industry offer 
no suitable employment 
opportunities for unskilled 
labour. 


The general feeling of in- 
secutity aroused by the proxt- 
mity of any such project 
makes it imperative that 
local public opinion be taken 
into account. 

Apex believes the above ob 
jJections are valid because Of, 
the nature of the particular 
community in which we live. 


NO COMMENT 


When contacted on the pro- 
posal to establish a youth 
training centre for delinquent 
youths in Altona Mr. A, R. 
Whatmore, Director General 
of Social Welfare and Mr. B. 
A. J. Keddie, Director of 
Youth Welfare, would not 
comment. 

Mr. Whatmore indicated he 
was simply acting on behalf 
of the Government who had 
made no firm decision on the 
matter.

OTHER DELINQUENT CENTRES 


All boys committed by the Children’s Court to 
be hela in custoay are sent tor classirication to the 
Turana Reception Centre, which is run by the Social 
Weltare Department at Parkville. 


Following classification the 
boys may be sent, if suitable, 
to. the Morning Star Boys 
Home run by the Roman 
Catholic Church at Mt, Eliza 
or the Salvation Army Boys’ 
Home at Bayswater. If un- 
suitable for either of these 
homes which do not have 
maximum security, the boys 
are held in the major train- 
ing centre at Turana. 

The Morning Star and 
Bayswater Homes are both 
run by the ‘respective 
churches. with. Government 
aid and only accept boys who 
have been commttted and 
have been through the classi- 
fication section of Turana. 

The picturesque 140 acre 
Morning Star property which 
takes @ maximum of 45 boys 
provides. trade and farm 
training. It is not in a 
closely settled area as sur- 
rounding farms are much 
larger properties than the 
training farm. . 

; They do not have maximum 
security’ as it is considered 
not to be of advantage in the 
type of training offered ~ the 
boys. 

The boys are ‘usually be- 
tween the ages of 14 to 17 
years, but could be up to 18 
years of age. They partici- 
pate in junior football and 
cricket competitions in the 
district and invite. 
teams to the home for social 
matches, They have a weekly 
dancing class at Which they 
are partnered by YCW girls 
from Chelsea and Frankston. 
Four times a year they have 
a dance attended by the YCW 
girls and their friends, All 
are strictly supervised in 
every way. 

Four times 3 year they have 


other. 


under supervision. Thy take 
ao other part in community 
dfe as there is nothing suit- 
able. 

They need supervision and 
attention and it has been 
found they do respond to 
proper supervision and dir- 
ection. 

In the summer season they 
work on surrounding farms 
carting in the hay. 

The boys bave to be sup- 
ervised all the time, 

Not many boys have ab- 
sconded over ‘the last two 
months, ‘but the average is 
approximately 50 boys annu- 
ally. The boys at this farm 
have all been committed to 
sentences of 12 months or 
more and it is found the 
boys who have only recently 
arrived at the home are more 
prone to abscond than boys 
who have been there a while 
and settled in to this way 
of life. 


But the most delin- 
quent boys are not at this 
home, they are retained 
at Turana, 


At Bayswater they take a 
maximum of 48 boys of vary- 
ing sentences and who have 
come to them through Tur- 
ana. Of the present 48 boys 
at this home 11 attempted to 
abscond from the home. 

This farm of 500 acres is 
now mainly a trade school. 
The farming aspect of the 
home is becoming less and 
less. The jads do not work 
outside the home in the sur- 
rounding community. 

The boys are on a privi- 
lege system and it is pos- 
sible to grant suitable lads 
weekend leave, otherwise: they

EDITORIAL 


A PARK OR PENITENTIARY 


The proposal to establish a training 
farm for delinquent boys on the Explosives 
Reserve must be considered strictly on its 
merits. . : 

Any criticism must be free of prejudice 
and strictly objective. To those who have 
grown up in Altona, and feel strongly about 
its well being, this is a difficult attitude to 
attain. If our viewpoint is to have any value 
it is essential.. 

The need for the treatment and re- 
habilitation of delinquent boys is realised. 
The appropriate .authority has approved of 
the idea of training farms for such a pur- ” 
pose. : 





There are certain questions for con- 
sideration. Is the Shire of Altona the most 
suitable place for such-a project? 

What are the circumstances 
against its establishment here? 

Anything that could be said in favour 
of placing it: in Altona could also be said 
about many another districts in Victoria. 

Against this, Altona, as records show,- 
has a predominantly youthful population. 
It may be. to the interest. of .the lads at 
such a farm to have .access to the streets of 
Altona and to share in its social activities. 
But it would not be to the’ interests of the 
numerous young people in Altona. The 
greatest good to the greatest number is 
required. Uae eee :

DONALD, ex-South Mel- 
bourne Footballer. 


Footballers at the 
moment are claiming 
their share of the sport- 
ing news, as in four 
weeks time the 1964 


football season will be 
under way. 
Each season of football 


affords players of the past 
the opportunity to continue 
to play a part in this great 
game. Charlie McDonald, a 
former South Melbourne star 
and Victorian Interstate 
player is one who continues 
his. keen~interest:-in- football. 


Before joining the League 
ranks, McDonald in 1917 
played as a wing and centre- 
man with the North Williams- 
town Presbyterian XVIII, and 
in 1921 he was a member of 
the Altona XVIII which 
played on a football ground 
opposite the Seaholme’ rail- 
way station, 

Another member of the 
team was the late Ted Sievers 
who later played with South 
Melbourne and Footscray. 

McDonald joined the Wil- 
liamstown Juniors ‘in 1923 
and later in the same year 
he transferred to the Leo- 
pards, who are now known 
as South Melbourne Seconds. 
He played in the pivot posi- 
tion with his new team. 

The South Melbourne First 
XVIII found a position for 
McDonald in 1924 and he 
played for five years with 
that team before retiring 
from League football with an 
injured whoulder, Most of 
McDonald’s football with Sth 
Melbourne was played in de- 
fence on the half back line. 
Many star players were &6- 
sociated with South . during 
McDonald’s time, and their 
names are still freely men- 
tioned to this day. To name 
a few—Mark Tandy, Austin 
Robertson, Roy Cazaly and 
Paddy Scanlon were mem- 
bers of the South Melbourne 
combination, Roy Cazaly was 
one of McDonald’s main 
tuters during his football 
career with South. 

On three occasions McDon- 
ala made interstafé ranks; 
twice against South Australia 
and once again New South 
Wales. He was called upon 
to fill a gap left by team 
captain Tom Fitzmaurice in 
one of these interstate series. 

After retiring from League 
football, McDonald did not 
bother about the game for 
three years. In 1931 he was 
approached to tutor Altona 

who were playing in the Wer- 
ribee District League. This 
McDonald did successfully, as 
Altona gained two_ premier-- 
ships under his coaching. Al- 
tona also won the 1947 title 
in the Footscray District 
League and on this occasion, 
McDonald filled the role as 
president of the club. 

McDonald for three seasons 
coached the Altona Under 
18’s who play their football 
in the Werribee League. . 

As a vice president of the 
South Melbourne Past Players 
and Officials Association, 
which comprises of 170 mem- 
bers. McDonald still plays a 
part in that club’s activities. 

Although not top class as 
& cricketer, McDonald played 
with the Altona Beach Club 
for six years during the 
1920's. 





It was during this time he 
was a .playing member in 
two premierships in the same 
year. 

One of these wins was in 
the Hartley Competition, a 
series in which the winning 


team was required to win 
the fina] for three seasons 
before retaining the premier- 
ship. 

Altona defeated Sunshine 
in this unique contest. 

“The “other cricket grand 
final win in which McDonald 
played in the same season 
was in the Williamstown and 
Footscray District Associa- 
tion. 

Other clubs in which Me- 
Donald keeps a present day 
interest are as a member of 
the South Melbourne Cricket 
Club. He is also an active 
member with the Altona 
Bowling Club. 

McDonald in his day was 
a devoted and top line foot- 
baller, and two of his rules 
in making the grade was to 
work hard and train hard, a 
tip he passes on to any young 
players attempting to ‘make a 
success of: their sporting life 
as a footballer.

HAVE A PLAN 





Apex Clubs throughout Australia should carry 
out a survey on road safety and follow it up with 


local action. 


This proposal has been ad- 
vanced by the Tatura (Vic- 
torla) Apex Club, which says 
that if every one of the 500 
Apex clubs could prevent one 
fatal accident, the national 
saving in terms of economics 
alone would be more than 
£3,000,000 a year. 

The club believes that no 
national action pattern should 
be adopted, but that each 
local Apex club should be 
free, after making its local 
survey, to organise such. road 
safety activities as are con- 
sidered to be most appropri- 
ate. 

Actions could include cam- 
paigns to fit seat belts in 
all vehicles; education of 
school children; elimination 
of road hazards; improve- 
ment of street lighting.

Last Friday morning, 
very close to 9 a.m, the 
beach alarm at the end 
of the Altona pier sud- 
denly came to life and it 
sounded its intermittent 


blast. 

Apparently the only two 
who realised the meaning of 
the blasts and hurried to the 
pier, were two-women, 

One resident thought 10 
was a nine o’clock time signal 
and the policeman to whom 
the incident was later repor- 
ted thought it a ship on the 
day. , 
On reaching the pier it 
soon became evident this was 
another act of vandalism as 
the only person or thing that 
needed saving ‘was & plank 
which had probably been 
thrown off the pier by prank- 
sters. This may be was just as 
well—one of the women had 
not’ attempted . life saving 
methods since the early 40’s 


and the other is more experi: }. 


enced in the nursing field. 
They felt quite justified in 
leaving the plank te drown. 

However, the two lads of 
approximately 15 years of age 
who were responsible for the 
breaking of the alarm were 
seen by employees of the Pub- 
lie Works Department, who 
re working on repairs to the 
pier. 

The question is—if anybody 
had needed saving, who would 
have saved who? 

(Actually on the way to 
the pier one of the women 
told a male relative the mean- 
ing of the blasts and he 
quickly followed, too. Luckily 
he had had a good deal of ex- 
perience with the life savers. 
But in the first instance it 
was only the two women who 
realised the meaning of the 
blasts—it appears residents 
are not familiar with this 
alarm.) .
